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FLYING SAUCERS AND AMERICA'S DESTINY 

(Following is a reprint from a portion of a talk given by Riley Crabb, new Editor 
and Director of "Round Robin, " given at the recent AFSCA Convention in Los

Does America have a prominent place in the future destiny of this planet? 

I believe it does# Time and again when you delve into the literature having to do 
with today's crisis in world affairs you find references to the leadership planned 
for America after the cataclysm is over,,,# 

One of the important studies of the planet we are in - or on, is the earth it¬ 
self, its cycles, its rhythms. Some of the planetary rhythms are comparatively 
short and easily observed: night and day and the four seasons, spring, summer, 
fall and winter. The longer ones, however, are more difficult to observe: the 
emergence and submergence of land masses, glacial periods, the shifting of the 
poles; these seem to be governed by cycles or waves of energy which are thousands 
of years from peak to peak. One civilization may come and pass away entirely on 
the rising swell of a cosmic wave. Its inhabitants, under this mighty, subjective 
and positive influence, may thus create a culture whose beauty is the envy of man¬ 
kind# Another civilization, born after the crest is passed, and spending its entire 
life of a thousand years on the downward slope, may create nothing but misery for 
itself and all around it! In each case only the disinterested observer standing out¬ 
side the civilization would be aware of the difference, and its cause. 

There are many indications that we are in the midst of a changeover from a 
negative to a positive period in the long, long history of this planet. You can find 
them in science, in astrology, in philosophy, and in religion# 

In speaking of this mighty change it might be well to keep in mind the dif¬ 
ference between cataclysm and catastrophe. Cataclysm is Nature at work# The 
breaking up of ice in the northern rivers in the spring is a good example of this. 

Who could or would stop that from taking place? It becomes catastrophe, however, 
when an ice jam threatens a man-made bridge, and destroys it. One or two may be 
hurt; a few are inconvenienced; to the rest of us it's just an item in the daily paper. 

Cataclysm is always going on, sometime, somewhere on the face of the 
globe as the earth goes on about its daily business# Catastrophe, too, is always 
with us as some human beings get caught up in these things. The only advice I can 
give is to keep yourself so in tune with Nature, with the mighty Consciousness which 
lies behind all manifested life, that you are always in the right place at the right 
time. 


As the space Visitor, Des'ka, told Doris LeVesque a couple of years ago: 
"Catastrophe can be avoided by Christ-like thinking, and will be averted for those 
who think Christ-like, " 
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One form of cataclysm which has aroused considerable scientific interest of 
late is the so-called Polar Flip, More correctly this should be labeled "the move¬ 
ment of the earth's crust into and out of the polar regions," 

Space Visitors have told their contactees that they were here to observe a 
crisis of planetary significance, A shifting of new lands into the North and South 
Polar regions would indeed assume celestial importance. The Antarctic continent 
would find itself in a temperate climate, and a new equatorial bulge might bring 
new lands to the surface in the Atlantic and Pacific, 

This subject is discussed in a book issued last year by professors Charles 
H, Hapgood and James H, Campbell, The title of the book is "The Earth's Shifting 
Crust, " In it they review at length the various theories put forth by science to ex¬ 
plain the so-called glacial periods. In it they propound their own theory that a 
glacial period on any continent indicates the time when that continent was in one or 
the other of the polar zones ! 

Every continent shows evidence of having been encased in ice at some time 
or other. Yet intrenched doctrine maintains that the poles have always been in their 
present location. This in spite of the fact that fossil remains of domesticated 
animals have been found on Siberian islands in the Arctic Ocean - among the bones 
of mastodons and other prehistoric monsters. Also in these regions can be found 
the remains of tropical plants! 

The growing accumulation of evidence of this kind, against intrenched doc¬ 
trine, has kept the polar shift controversy alive,, In school years ago you and I 
learned that the poles have been in the same locations for millions of years. This 
accounted for the gradual accumulation of ice on the Antarctic continent and on 
Greenland, Researches of Navy scientists at the South Pole in 1957 revealed that 
the South Polar ice cap is of comparatively recent growth. Through radio-carbon 
and ioium testing of the age of the ice it was found that the 10, 000 foot plateau at 
the pole is only about 10, 000 years old! 

Now, geologists are pretty well agreed that it was about that long ago, 

10, 000 years, that the North American glacier melted away. Comparing these two 
facts, Hapgood and Campbell came to the conclusion that the shifting of the earth's 
crust was the cause of these simultaneous events. The North American continent 
moved away from the North Polar zone; the Antarctic continent moved into the South 
Polar zone at the same time, 

Hapgood says that the simplest and most obvious theory for explaining any 
ice age is that the area concerned was at one or the other of the poles during the 
period of glaciation. Previous to the last polar shift the North Pole was in the 
Hudson Bay region, A glance at the world map shows that the land mass lay to the 
southward of the pole* Thus the off-center thrust of the weight of ice was south¬ 
ward, When the billions of tons of ice finally overbalanced the centrifugal force of 
the earth’s spin, it pulled or tipped the earth's crust southward, on our Western 
side of the world, over two thousand miles, setting up new locations of the North 
and South Poles where they now are. 
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To simplify our understanding of this problem we'll have to assume arbitra¬ 
rily that the angular relationship of the earth's axis to the sun will remain tin- 
changed during the shift we are discussing here* The axis of rotation is represented 
by the North and South Poles in our drawing below* The direction of rotation at 
present is shown by the curved arrow coming around over the Pacific* The magne¬ 
tic field or vortex is shown by the dotted lines. The shifting of the earth’s crust 
occurs within this invisible cage 0 I believe the polarity of the earth's magnetic 
field may be reversed at the time of a flip* In fact this may be the invisible, cosmic 
trigger which sets off the physical movement! How this may be accomplished will 
be discussed later* But 1 believe the axis and the magnetic field maintain their tilt, 
22° away from parallel to the sun. This latter condition maintains the seasonal 
rhythms so necessary to the evolution of the second and third kingdoms, vegetable 
and animal. 




Since the North Polar area at the present time is ice-covered ocean, the re¬ 
sponsibility for the next polar movement is on the vast pile of ice at the South Pole 0 
A glance at the copy of Hapgood's diagram on the next page shows "what an enormous 
sidewise heave results from the eccentricity of the geographical center of the ice 
cap* " The center of the ice cap is 12° off the center of rotation. The direction of 
the thrust is along 96° East Longitude, as indicated by the arrow. When and IF the 
break does come it will pull the southern part of South America into the South 
Polar region. At the other end of the earth, Siberia will move into the North Polar 
region and America will move further southward into the tropics. If the move is 
anything like the one which occurred some eleven thousand years ago, it will put 
Southern California within 50 of the equator! 
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Below I have mapped probable Polar movement in the past, timed with 
Plato’s dating of the sinking of the last remnant of Atlantis in 9, 564 B. C, and the 
previous location of the Pole in the Hudson Bay area. Future movement of the Pole, 
shown by the second arrow, is the possibility suggested by Hapgood and Campbell’s 
conclusions as outlined on the previous page, 

I continue to use the phrase "Polar Movement" when actually it is the 
earth’s crust which moves into and out of the polar regions. Of course it is proba¬ 
ble and quite possible that the angle of tilt of the earth’s axis in relation to the sun 
has changed and will change again, I believe George Van Tassel has hinted at this 
in "Proceedings" in discussing the New Age, saying that there will be no seasons. 

If so, this might mean both a shifting of the earth^s crust and a change of the axis 
of rotation. When and IF this will happen is anybody’s guess,,,,

(In the April issue of the "Spacecrafter" we partially reprinted an article 
from "Flying Saucer Review, " published in London, which urged the observance of 
and participation in a program of attempting to contact spacecraft during the Whit¬ 
sun weekend. May 16-18, inclusive* A small number from the Forum Division of 
S 0 RoA, endeavored to make a contact at the May meeting and were unsuccessful at 
the time. However, returning from the desert meeting several members reported 
having watched a huge green fireball on their way home. Following is a report 
from the July-August issue of "Flying Saucer Review" on the events of that week¬ 
end. --Ed. ) 


The first ever International Flying Saucer Contact Weekend was held 
throughout the world over the Whitsun holiday, May 16-18, 

In Britain , 50, 000 enthusiasts were out watching the skies in various parts 
of the country. Your Editor and a party of friends were televised by the BBC while 
skywatching in the Ashdown Forest, Also, quite independently, a group of seven 
members of "The Atlanteans" were in the same area 0 ,,. The party claim to have 
established telepathic contact with a space ship. 

The Manchester Flying Saucer Research Society had parties out, but did not 
have a contact. However, one member of Vice-president Bunting’s party saw what 
he considered to be a UFO, 

In Denmark , 36 groups from the Danish UFO organization SUFOI were out 
over the weekend. 22 from Jutland, 10 from Funen and 4 from Zealand, 

A group located at Vejle had a remarkable experience* At 8:30 p* m. on 
May 9 (part of the Whitsun operation was to work telepathically for a whole week 
previously) members of the group had a feeling that something would happen at 
1:15 a, m. When the time came all felt as if the air was charged with electricity 
and all became very restless. Then a UFO was seen between two rows of trees. 

At Langeland two UFO ? s were seen. They were bell-shaped! and remained 
visible for 33 minutes. Photographs were taken using 13. 5 cm tele and Adox KB 
17 film. 

At Esbjerg on Monday, May 18, a green and later orange UFO was seen at 
1:40 a. m. 

Japan . Yusuke Matsumura, International UFO Observer Corps Far East 
Investigator, reports that Japanese Contact Weekend was held in bad weather. 
Nevertheless, an all night watch was held on the summit of Mt. Takao from 6 p. m. 
on Saturday, May 16, A light beam type portable "saucer communicator" was with 
the party. At 7:12 p 0 m, they claim that the space people came through and spoke 
"Hullo, Hullo" through their apparatus. Three hours later the party saw a forma¬ 
tion of red-orange saucers in the northeastern sky. They made no sound, (Reports 
on contact weekend still coming in. - Ed. )

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AFSCA CONVENTION A HUGE SUCCESS

The First National Convention of AFSCA (Amalgamated Flying Saucer Clubs 
of America) held at the Hotel Statler-Hilton in Los Angeles, California, on July 11 
and 12 exceeded all expectations, The estimated attendance of 1, 000 anticipated by 
Gabriel Green, Director, turned out to be 2, 000, as reported in a two-column 
article in a Los Angeles newspaper. 

The theme of the National Convention was "World Peace Through Construc¬ 
tive Action, " and the chief purpose was to awaken the general public to the fact that 
UFO’s really do exist, they are interplanetary, they are manned by intelligent 
peoples not unlike ourselves, and they have not come to frighten or wage war but, 
rather, they have come to our earth planet to lend a helping hand in peace. 

Giving the Convention an added stimulus and calling the attention of the 
entire world to the reality of UFO’s, sightings were made by crews and passengers 
of five trans-Pacific planes between Hawaii and San Francisco, News of this was 
carried around the world on Saturday, July 11, the first day of the Convention, and 
the Los Angeles Herald Express gave two-inch headlines to this news. These 
sightings did not come as a surprise to a number of people, for messages had 
previously been received with the information that sightings would draw the atten¬ 
tion of the world to the subject of flying saucers while the Convention was in 
progress. 

Forty-five speakers were presented, including authors and contactees from 
all over the United States, as well as from Canada and England, and seven lecture 
rooms were in use during the two-day session. It was impossible to hear all the 
lectures and such large crowds were in attendance that at one time the City fire¬ 
men removed all those not seated from the lecture halls. 

An outstanding feature of the Convention was Larry Boren’s New Age 
Symphony (animated light set to music). Words cannot adequately describe the 
program because it is an experience in itself and must be seen and heard to be 
believed, A device sensitive to vibrations appeared to transform the vibrations of 
the music into living animated colors and to project them onto a screen. The 
colors moved like a swirling mist and were correlated with the music so as to 
change with the mood and rhythm 0 This process was given to Larry Boren by a 
group from the Planet Venus and its chief purpose is healing through color therapy, 

George King, founder of the Aetherius Society of London, England, was one 
of the more popular speakers attending the Convention, and those who got up early 
enough to attend the 10 o’clock lecture were privileged to hear a transmission from 
Mars Sector 6 which was both inspiring and practical enough for all of us to use in 
our everyday life, George King has been a student of metaphysics all his life, and 
for the past few years has been in contact with a group called the Interplanetary 
Parliament by whom he is being used as a channel for the purpose of bringing 
Peace and Harmony to our world.

On Saturday, July 11, the "Los Angeles Evening Mirror News" carried the 
following blazing 4-inch headline: 

"MYSTERY SKY OBJECTS SIGHTED OVER PACIFIC" 

However, the information contained in the article was meager as full details had 
not yet been released, 

Orpha Romine contributed the following article concerning this sighting, 
which appeared in "The Arizona Republic": 

Pilot Spots Mysterious Light In Sky 

Honolulu (UPI) - A Pan AmericaivAirways pilot, who spotted a mysterious 
bright object traveling in the skies at -"inconceivable speed" yesterday, said it had 
made a believer out of him 0 

The pilot, Capt, George Wilson, 43, Seattle, Wash,, a 19-year flying 
veteran, said he had never before believed such flying foreign objects existed,' 

"I’m a believer now, " he added, 

Wilson was only one of five Trans-Pacific airliner pilots who reported 
sighting the lights. 

Visibly shaken by the experience, Wilson reported to air force officers that 
he was flying a DC-7C from San Francisco to Honolulu when he saw "one intensely 
bright white light followed by four smaller lights. At the time, he was about 1, 000 
miles east of Honolulu in clear skies, 

"We were cruising at 20, 000 feet with low clouds decked below us when the 
object first appeared about 1, 000 feet above us and to our left, " he said, "My co¬ 
pilot, Richard Lorenzen, and Flight Engineer Robert Scott, stared open-mouthed 
as the light came toward us at an extremely high rate of speed. For at least 10 
seconds, it maintained its course which was on an opposite heading to us and had it 
been.another aircraft it would have passed well to our left. 

"Suddenly the object made a sharp right turn at a speed inconceivable of any 
vehicle we know of, and the light suddenly disappeared. The smaller lights were 
evenly spaced and were either part of the mysterious object or this was an example 
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of darn good formation flying. " 

Four other pilots also reported spotting the mysterious bright lights. They 
included Capt, Lloyd Moffatt, of Canadian Pacific Airways; First Officer Erwin 
Zedwick, of Slick Airways; and two other Pan-American fliers; Capt, Noble 
Sprunger and Capt, E, G, Kelley, 

Moffatt, who has been flying since 1941, said; "You can take it from me, 
they were there, I never saw anything like it in my life. And there are four of us 
who saw the same thing at the same time, " 

An air force spokesman said all the pilots were interrogated and filled out 
questionaires on the sightings. He said the reports would be forwarded immediately 
to the Pacific Air Forces Command here, to the North American Defense Command 
***• Colorado Springs, Colo,, and to Washington, • They will be classified under the 
heading of "unexplainable natural phenomena, " he said. 

The spokesman said the reports "varied a little bit, " with some of the pilots 
saying the lights could have been a meteor and others that they could not have. He 
added that there were no air force planes in the area at the time that could have 
caused the lights. 


PEARDROP SHAPED UFO OVER WELSH TOWN 

A large crowd in the streets of Pwilheli, Carnarvonshire, on the night of 
June 5, saw a pinkish vermillion-coloured object moving eastwards in a clear sky.
